ORDER 


This matter comes before the Court on a Motion to Suppress, (R. 46), by Defendant, 
Stephen M. Patterson. Patterson cites to the reasons stated in his Motion to Dismiss, (R. 37), as 
the basis for suppression of all evidence “pertaining to [this case].” (R. 46). As already explained 
by the Court, Patterson did nothing more than make conclusory statements in his Motion to 
Dismiss. Just as those naked allegations were not sufficient to dismiss the case against Mr. 
Patterson, they are not sufficient to suppress any of the evidence against Mr. Patterson. Patterson 
provides no legal basis on which to suppress any, let alone all, evidence against him. The Court 
summarily denies Patterson’s Motion to Suppress.
